Little Tommy raced across the 
Street to buy a strawberry cone 
from the ice cream truck, But as 
he started back, he stepped into 
the path of an oncoming car, 
Tommy was seriously injured, 
and his family sued the ice cream 
company for having failed to 
warn him of the danger. 

At the trial, the company pro- 
tested that its driver had no obli- 
gation to take care of other peo- 
ple’s children, But the court ruled 
otherwise. Ordering the company 
to pay damages, the judge said; 

“The sense of haste is purposely 
aroused in the children by the 
tinkling of “bells and flashing of 
lights. The responsibility of one 
who provokes into action the 
natural recklessness of children 
ought (to) be proportionate to 
the danger he creates.” 


been 


There have a number of 
these “Pied Piper’? lawsuits in 
which a street vendor has been 
held liable for tempting a child in- 
to jeopardy. However, some courts 
have rejected such claims, at 
least when special circumstances 
come into the picture. 

Consider another case, also in- 
volving injury to a youthful ice 
cream purchaser. This time, the 
boy had walked some distance 
around the rear of the truck be- 


fore starting back across the 
street. Moreover, he was a vigor- 
ous 10-year-old, the kind of 


youngster ordinarily well able to 
cross alone. 

Denying damages, the court 
said the driver could not fairly be 
blamed for assuming that the boy 
was “on his own.” 

Furthermore, the victim him- 
self may be guilty of negligence, 
Thus: 

An 11-year-old boy leaped onto 
the running board of an ice 
cream truck, out of the driver’s 
line of vision. When the truck 
began to accelerate, the boy fell 
off to the pavement. 

In the lawsuit that followed, he 
acknowledged that he had been 
aware of the risk he was taking. 
Turning down his claim, the court 
said: 

“All the essential ingredients 
of contributory negligence were 
present.”

Changes Made 
In Medicare 


‘Two important changes have 
been made in the law for peo- 
ple who are now covered under 
Medicare, according to Ted. A. 
Gamble, District Manager of 
the Dothan Social Security Of- 
fice. 

One of these changes is the 
increase of the annua! deduct- 
ible for the medical insurance 
from $50.00 to $60.00. This 
means that. beginning January 
1, 1973, after $60.00 in doctor 
bills or other covered services 
have been incurred, Medicare 
will pay 80 percent of the rea- 
sonable charges for the rest of 
the year. 

The other important change 
is that Medicare will now pay 
100 percent of the reasonable 
cost of home health care in- 
stead of 80 percent after the 
annual $60.00 deductible is met.

FEED PRICES 
_ Dairymen are asking for an 
Increase in the price that they 


receive for milk. I knew that 
housewives are hesitant to pay 
more for milk than they are 
paying at the present time. How- 


ever, there might have to be 
some adjustment in the price 
that consumers pay for milk. 


For example, protein supple- 
ments which are used in great 
quantities by dairymen have 
gone up about 75% in the past 
three months. The current 
price of soybean meal is about 
$150 at the present time. Last 
year it was $65 a ton. Cotton 
seed meal is also widely used 
and it has experienced over an 
85% increase, Present cost is 
$145 per ton and last vear at 
this time it was only $78 
A combination of factorsare 
causing the protein supplement 
prices to skyrocket One is 
tremendous demand for protein 
supplements to be fed to cat- 
tle. Another is the very late 
harvest of sovbeans in the mid- 
west and the unprecedented de- 
mand for soybeans worldwide. 
TESTING FOR NEMATODES 
Testing for nematodes is 
definitely on the increase. Jim- 
my Henderson of Enterprise 
sent in over a dozen samples 
on peanuts. Otho Hussey of 
Route One, Enterprise,sent in 
about a dozen, and Bruce Pen- 
uel of Route 4, Enterprise, sent 
in about a half adozen samples. 
Some people are also sending 
in nematode samples on their 
gardens. O. V. Waters sent a 
sample in on his garden. He 
had a heavy infestation of the 
spiral nematode and a medium 
infestation ofthe ring nematode. 
I surely am glad to see our 
farm people and others taking 
-advantage of both the soil 
testing laboratory and the 
nematode testing laboratory in 
Auburn, / 
BROILER PRODUCTION 
Broiler -production is ex- 
panding rapidly in Coffee Co- 
unty. We hope that this will 
continue for a number of years. 
Broiler numbers expanded in 
Alabama again in 1972 for the 
26th consecutive year. Finai 
figures will likely show that 
Alabama's 1972 broiler produc - 
tion totaled over 400 million 
birds - enough to provide every 
man, woman and child in the 
U.S. about five pounds of ready- 
to-cook poultry. Preliminary 
estimates place the 1972 value 
of live broilers at a record 


$183 million, about $12 mil- 
lion over the 1971 figure of 
$171 million and $10 million 


more than the 1969 record of
